THE WOMEN IN WAR. 


Modern war is something more than a 
man’s game; it is the nation’s business to 
an extent never before dreamed of until 
the German war lords set forth to show the 
world how terrible war can become. 
Which means that women have a part to 
play larger than bravely bidding their imen 
goodbye and waiting in suspense for news 
from the front. There is more for them to 
do than ministering to the wounded, and 
mourning for the dead. They must help 
as never before, and’ economize as never 
before, that the strength of the nation may 
be greater in bringing a ruthless enemy to 
terms. Time now to put away the pretty 
frivolity which passes for society, for a 
real social problem is in way of solution: 
whether the world shall be free or slave, 
and we are a part of that world, fighting 
for freedom against a slavery worse than 
anything the negroes knew in their days of 
bondage; fiighting the battle of free people 
against an enemy which hesitates at no 
outrage, even the murder of women and 
children. 

Therefore, ‘since we have such a worthy 
cause, no sacrifice is too great to make it 
win, and the sooner Americans, including 
the American women, awake to the de- 
mands of the occasion, the sooner it may 


be brought to a successful conclusion. The * 


way may be long and dark, but the end is 
worth striving for. We have been slow 
and patient; too slow and patient; in all 
probability, but that ean be compensated 
for by redoubled efforts aow. We have 
some means of knowing the sacrifices our 
allies have made to bring themselves to 
their present efficiency, and this should 
teach us that the same is in store for us; 
to teach us that women must work and men 
must fight as never before that victory may 
he on the side of the right. Gone are the 
times of ease and safety, of a blindness that 
would not see, for it is becoming inereas- 
ingly plain that this is our war, and that 
our future safety can be attained only by 
crushing the enemy, and the difficulties of 
that task are not to be minimized. Ameri- 
ca, Which includes American women is to 
be put to the supreme test.
